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2011 ECEAP Contract

A draft of the 2011 ECEAP Contract will be e-mailed to ECEAP Directors in mid-March
for review. The changes this year are minimal. We will discuss the contract at the April
15-16 ECEAP Directors meeting.

Service Area Agreements
The ECEAP contract states, “The Contractor must execute written service area
agreements with neighboring Head Start and ECEAP programs.” These agreements
must include:
e A plan for co-operative assessment of community needs and strengths.
Enrollment and service area boundaries for each Contractor.
A process of referral of families between agencies.
Joint staff and parent training opportunities, if applicable.
Commitment to communication and problem resolution.

The purpose of service area agreements is to ensure that agencies cooperate to fill all
ECEAP and Head Start classrooms and serve the children most in need in each
community. Agreements are required when service areas abut or overlap and there is
potential for recruitment of the same families. These must be updated, signed, and sent
to DEL by May 30, 2010.

Federal Poverty Guidelines

The federal poverty guidelines have not been amended for 2010. The 2009 guidelines
remain in effect.

EMS Upgrade
A new version of the ECEAP Management System (EMS) was released on February 9
with the following changes:

e On the CEF Data Entry screen, “Site Code” is renamed “Original Site Code”. The
“Current Site Code” option remains the same. To display a list of children who
were originally enrolled at a site, select the former. For a list of children currently
enrolled at a site, select the latter.

On the CEF, if a child becomes due for a medical exam or dental screening
during the ECEAP year, you have the option of entering another date in the
second field. Before, this second field was grayed out if the first exam dates met
the ECEAP Performance Standards.

The CEF demographic report by child age is fixed. It now displays all children for
that age.

The CEF enrollment report now displays the federal poverty level in tenths. If
income is slightly over 110%, it will display as 110.1%. It will no longer appear
that 110% is counted as over-income.

The CEF over-income report now displays the percentage of federal poverty level
as well as the dollar amount.
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Kindergarten Transition

As the state develops our kindergarten assessment process, the Advisory Group would
like to hear from ECEAP programs who can describe how they communicate individual
child information to kindergarten teachers.
